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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hartigan 
in view of Fligsten et al. 

Hartigan teaches a safety restraint for a vehicle including a rectangular flexible 
sheet, a lower edge including two spaced attachment devices (36), a rigidifying strip 
(16a) along an opposite parallel edge from the edge with the two spaced attachment 
devices, and a buckling assembly attached to the rigidifying strip including one 
attachment device 26 and adjustment hardware 24 for adjusting the position of the 
attachment device 26 substantially as claimed except for the attachment devices being 
rings. 
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The patent to Fligsten teaches a restraint for a vehicle including attachment 
devices comprising rings (attached to 28) to be conventional in the art. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to replace the hooks of Hartigan with the 
rings of Fligsten thereby providing the obvious advantage and predictable results of 
attachment to a different portion of the vehicle and a simplified attachment mechanism. 

Note that the straps and buckles, the male seat belt buckle and center shoulder 
harness are not a part of a claimed combination, but rather are objects of intended use 
and are not afforded patentable weight to the article claim to "a safety restraint". 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/28/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has argued that the language "including" is closed language; 
however, this is not the case. "Including" is not exclusionary language as "consisting of" 
is. The rejection is proper as stands.
